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DETAILED ACTION 
Double Patenting 

1 . A rejection based on double patenting of the "same invention" type finds its support in 
the language of 35 U.S.C. 101 which states that '^vhoever invents or discovers any new and 
useful process ... may obtain a patent therefor ..." (Emphasis added). Thus, the term "same 
invention," in this context, means an invention drawn to identical subject matter. See Miller v. 
Eagle Mfg. Co., 151 U.S. 186 (1894); In re Ockert, 245 F.2d 467, 114 USPQ 330 (CCPA 1957); 
and In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970). 

A statutory type (35 U.S.C. 101 ) double patenting rejection can be overcome by 
canceling or amending the conflicting claims so they are no longer coextensive in scope. The 
filing of a terminal disclaimer cannot overcome a double patenting rejection based upon 35 
U.S.C. 101. 

2. Claims 1-30 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as claiming the same invention as that of 
claims 1-30 of prior U.S. Patent No. 6,625,682 B1. This is a double patenting rejection. 
Claims 1-30 are exactly the same in the instant application and the parent patent. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claim 33 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 33 is rejected because it directly contradicts claim 32 on which it depends. Claim 
32 recites that the width of the second trace is smaller than that of the first trace. However, 
claim 33 recites that the width of the second trace is larger than that of the first trace. It is 
impossible for the width of the second trace to simultaneously be smaller and larger than that of 
the first trace. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the inventbn by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

6. Claims 31 ,32. and 34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Coon, 
U.S. Pat. No. 6,493,190 61. 

As per claim 31 , Coon shows a system comprising: a first conductive trace having a first 
length and first width (fig.2,(18a)); a first device coupled to the first conductive trace to drive a 
symbol on the first conductive trace (inherent in that the traces are used to carry signals 
between devices); a second device (inherent in that the traces are used to carry signals 
between devices) to receive the symbol including a second conductive trace that is parallel to 
the first conductive trace, wherein the second conductive trace has a second width that is 
different from the first width of the first conductive trace (1 8b, and col. 7, lines 4-1 3, wherein the 
traces have different widths Wa and Wb). Coon shows all of the elements recited in claim 31 . 

As for claim 32, the argument for claim 31 applies. Coon also shows that the second 
width of the second conductive trace is smaller than the first width of the first conductive trace 
(the width of the traces can be any suitable and variable value, col.7). Coon shows all of the 
elements recited in claim 32. 

As for claim 34, the argument for claim 31 applies. Coon also shows that the second 
device is removable from the system (inherent in that any device in a system can be removed 
by some means). Coon shows all of the elements recited in claim 34.
